It is 
for us to keep the commandments of 

and to serve Him with all our 
hearts; and if we will do this God 
will bring us off triumphant. We 
shall triumph over every obstacle, and 
this kingdom of our Ged will spread 
and increase in power; it will over- 
come all the difficulties with which it 
has to contend, until every word 
spoken concerning it will be fulfilled. 
It will fill the whole earth; it will 
rule and bear dominion, and Jesus 
will come to reign on earth for a 
thousand years. we are faithful 
we shall reign with him; those who 
go to sleep will be resurrected and 
will be caught up to meet the Lord 
in the air, as well as those who lie in 
the grave, as the Apostle Paul says. 
That day is near at hand. Be encou- 
raged; do not be disco and 
fearful in your hearts, for God is 
watching over this work and over 
ou. There is not a hair of your 
eads but what is numbered. Nota 
sparrow—a bird that is so common 
among us here now—can fall to the 
ground without His notice, and you 
are of more value than many spar- 
rows. God watches over you; Hi 
care is for you; His angels are around 
about you. 

Remember what He said on one 
occasion: “Be careful that you do not 
offend the least of these my little 
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ones; for I say unto you that their 
angels are before the face of my Father 
continually.” Offend not then the 
elect of God.

A famine is raging at Bizza Waag and Bistrita, Hungary. Hundreds of peasants are 
starving and dying. | 
On the 17th ult., a fire in the sash and blind factory at 120, Fourth-street, New York, 

caused a loss of $100,000. 

Prrrssure, April 10.—This was the hottest day of the year. The mercury reached 82 
degrees. Two men were overcome by the heat. 

An explosion occurred at Rothschild’s colliery, Tiefflan, Austria, on the 17th ult. Five 
were killed, two dangerously wounded, and six are missing. 

Manzi, April 27.—A strong shock of earthquake was experienced to-day at Alhama, 
in the province of Granada. No damage is, however, reported. 

Barssrines, Ga., April 18.—At the Alabama Midland crossing of the Chattahoochee 
River, two boats containing eight men each capsized, drowning five of them. 

The vessel Northern Belle has been wrecked at Motlab, in the South Pacific, and 
twenty lives have been lost. Native missionary teachers are accused of looting the 
wreck 


The capture of Khartoum by the Senoussists has now been fully confirmed. Consi- 
derable curiosity is now felt in Cairo and Alexandria as to the next move of the victorious 
sheikh, and his attitude towards Egypt. 


A Vienna telegram of the 27th ult. says the tramcar drivers have resumed work, with 
the exception of twelve men. The board of directors of the tramway company have 
resigned. The damage caused during the riots is estimated at 100,000 florins. 

The Cunard steamer Servia, from New York, which arrived at Queenstown on the 
28th ult., brought intelligence of the foundering of the British-built steamer Everitt, 
near Burlington, Iowa, on the 18th inst., and the drowning of five of her crew. 

New York, May 6.— Extensive forest fires are raging in Northern Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. Many acres of valuable woods have been consumed as well as isolated 
houses and bridges. The fires are still spreading, and several villages are in danger from 
the advancing flames. 

The,“ fire bug” is rampant in the town of Salida, Colorado. Between the 4th and 6th 
ult. inclusive, four destructive fires, all of them incendiary, occurred. The people were

A collision occurred on the 28th ult., . the Rock of Gibral- 
tar, between the French steamer Ville de Havre and the British steamer Barnesmore, of 
Liverpool. The Ville de Havre sank rapidly, and four of those on board were drowned. 
The Barnesmore was severely damaged. 

The scarlet fever epidemic is just now making sad ravages in New York, What makes 
the outbreak more unfortunate is the fact that some of the country visitors who flocked 
into the city for the centennial rejpicings would almost inevitably carry away with them 
the disease germs to distant parts. The epidemic could not have happened at a worse 
time. Its malignancy is attested by the large number of deaths which it has caused in 
New York. 

Dznvzn, April 13.—A special from Lamar, Colo., says that Boston, a town twenty- 
eight miles south of here and some distance from the railroad, is in the possession of a 
gang of outlaws headed by Bill Thompson, an old pal of Billy the Kid.“ They have 
taken possession of stores, saloons, and the postoffice, and have damaged the contents, 
and threaten the lives of the citizens if they appear. The town has been fired in several 
places, and the people have fled to the surrounding towns for safety. It is feared the 
town may be burned any night. Carriers have been sent to Trinidad and Los Animas 
for aid.

which a woman took leaven and hid it in three measures of meal until the 
whole was leavened. In accordance with this inspired representation the 
truths of the Gospel which God has restored to the earth in these last days 
are leavening the whole mass of Christian theology now extant. The doctrine 
of healing by faith and according to the ordinance of the Gospel so clearly 
taught by St. James, and to which Canon Wilberforce refers, is familiar to all 
the Latter-day Saints as a principle of their religion, and is one, too, which 
they have very generally and successfully reduced to practice. 

For nearly sixty years the Mormons” have taught that the principles of 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ. are eternally the same, and at all times and every- 
where when properly administered, applied, and obeyed, they must produce 
like fruits, gifts and blessings. Ever since the founding of this Church in 
1830, the Saints have known by the most practical tests in their daily experi- 
ence, that the ancient signs promised by the Savior do now follow the faithful 
believers with that same constancy and power which were effectual in making 
the history of the early Church so glorious. Having tested to their own 
satisfaction the powers of the Gospel principles, the “Mormon” Elders have 
gone forth into the world and have borne an unfaltering testimony of the 
truths which have been demonstrated in their own lives. This testimony, it 
appeared, was generally rejected, for but few, comparatively, received it and 
allied themselves with the work of God. The idea of miracles in these days 
was scouted. Those who dated to believe in and claim their present per- 
formance by the power of Almighty God were looked upon as fanatics, or as 
something worse. The tide of infidelity and prejudice ran high, and often 


: 
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the humble servants of God were subjected to the most withering scorn and 
contempt of their fellows, not to mention the greater indignities and personal 
abuse to which they were so often subjected. 

Sometimes, under these unfavorable circumstances, and when no great 
amount of the good fruits of their labor have been discerned, the hearts of 
the Elders have almost been ready to fail. But how slow we are to learn 
that what our natural eyes can behold is not all that is being accomplished! 
The seed sown shall bear fruit. The harvest never fails. The laborers in 
the vineyard of the Lord shall have their hire, and return with sheaves, “ for 
as the rain cometh down, and the snow from heaven, and returneth not 
thither, but watereth the earth, and maketh it bring forth and bud, that it 
may give seed to the sower, and bread to the gater; so shall my word be that 
goeth forth out of my mouth; it shall not return unto me void, but it shall 
accomplish that which I please, and it shall prosper in the thing wherto I 
sent it” (Isa. lv., 10, 11). 

Thus has it been with the testimony of the Saints and Elders respecting 
the principle of healing by the power of faith. It has spread abroad in the 
world, until it now numbers among its advocates eminent divines and Chris- 
tians in England, the United States, and elsewhere. God has used the 
testimony of His servants to effect this great and desirable revolution in the 
opinions of mea, and His work is moving forward, and none can stay it. The 
leaven of the Latter-day Gospel has already operated very extensively upon 
the questions of communication with the spirit world, the (non)-exist- 
ence of a literal hell of fire and brimstone, probation after death, miracles or 
healings, etc. The current of popular opinion has sét in, not wholly, but 
measurably right on these great principles, and there is not one that can 
either directly or remotely affect the temporal and eternal welfare of mankind 
which shall not sooner or later be modified or revolutionized by the Gospel 
which God has committed to us. There is not a principle among all those 
included in the latter-day revelations of the Almighty which shall not yet 
command the assent and approbation of mankind universally, for the 
measures of meal must all be leavened. 

The struggle for the accomplishment of what has hitherto been effected has 
been long and hard, and our work is yet unfinished. That still before us will 
unquestionably try our faith and patience; but we can enter afresh upon it 
with the assurance that the most determined opposition of our fellow-men 
can avail nothing in the end. They must finally come to an understanding 
and acknowledgment of the Gospel of Jesus Christ as taught by the Latter- 
day Saints. Such an issue of the matter is inevitable, and may as well be 
recorded now as later. 

While the world is coming into harmony with the Saints on the principle 
of healing by the power of faith, there is another doctrine closely associated 
with it which should be properly considered and received at once. Reference 
is now made to the fact that miracles are not conclusive evidence that the 
person who performs them has a divine commission ; nor do they demonstrate 
that the principles which he teaches necessarily have God for their author. 
To continue in the popular belief respecting the competency of miracles alone 
to substantiate a divine appointment is perhaps worse than to scout the idea 
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of the possibility of miracles in any form in these days. The powers of evil 
anciently manifested many mighty works, and the privilege shall be granted 
to them in the last days to show forth great signs and wonders, so that were 
it possible even the very elect of God should be deceived. 

But none of the Saints should conclude that we as a people sball be able to 
attain very extensively to the good opinion of the world, because the teach- 
ings and principles of “Mormonism” are so largely modifying the popular 
theology of Christendom. Prejudice may still run so high against “Mormon- 
ism” that but few will have the disposition or courage to even acknowledge 
it as the source of the increased light respecting religious matters which the 
world is now enjoying. We may expect worse things than this; for while 
the signs and wonders which are being wrought among those not of us shall 
be credited, acknowledged and popularized, “Mormon” miracles will likely 
be scouted, derided, or attributed to the power of the devil. 

It may be profitable to note the contrast which exists between the length 
of time, which it has taken the so-called Christian world to attain measur- 
ably to ajbelief in the efficacy of faith in Christ as a healing power, and that 
consumed by the Saints in bringing themselves into a proper position on this 
great principle. Gentile Christianity has frittered away hundreds of years 
in the endeavor; the Saints started in the beginning of this Church with that 
principle boldly announced and universally put into practice. This fact 
strikingly manifests the superior light of the Holy Spirit enjoyed by the true 
people of God. 

Just how the sectarian world is going to reconcile the miracles performed 
by or in behalf of Canons Larkin and Wilberforce with the doctrine of the 
churches that miracles have ceased, is a matter we refer to themselves. The 
solution of the question is out of our line, and also a little beyond our ken.
